Preaence of German Troops 


Along Macedonian Front 
May Hake This Action By 
Italy Necessary — Ger- 
mans Make Determined 
Effort to Betake City of 
Floury 


The following

Italian troops are to take part in 


the important campaign just open- 
Ing la the 
Balkans, 
according 
to 


advisee received today which report 
the disembarkation of Italian

diers at that port now in progress. 
German troops .are employed on the 
Macedonian front and actual war be- 
tween Germany and Italy of which 
thus far there has been no 
formal 


declaration, now seems probable. 


The Macedonian campaign itself 


does not yet seem to have developed 
an engagement of first rate magni- 
tude, but there is pronounced activi- 
ty along the 150 mile fighting front, 
with successes claimed by each side 
at various points. 
In entente quarters there is said

by the German and Bulgarian attacks 
on the allied flanks. 


Greece, however, is reported to be 


disquieted over the advance of 
the

flank, 


which resulted in the occupat'uu of 
Fiorina.

ernor Whitman has included Calder's 
name in the list of Republican can-

is about U susceptible of a dozen an- 
swers, but in the conflict of the fu- 
ture . . . .there will be no difficulty 
in arriving at the explanation. That 
will be a war of races and civiliza- 
tion; the East against the West." 


'At the 3 o'clock hour Elder R. S. 


Lindsay, of Cleveland, spoke on "The 
Millennium.—What awaits the world 
in the near future? 
It is peace, or 


Utter Desolation and Doom?" 


The elder said in part: "Perma- 


nent peace will never exist between 
earth's nations until the 'Prince of 
Peace takes the scepter and reigns. 
For more than two years all Europe 
has been in the grip of the most ter- 
rible and colossal struggle of history. 
All Europe has been, and is, deluged 
in the blood of husbands, fathers and 
sons, while wives, mothers and poor 
innocent children are left to struggle 
and starve in conrcumstances indes- 
cribably sad and deplorable. 


"Surely the words of the prophecy 


recorded in Isaiah 50, 'A sound of 
battle is in the land and of great 
destruction,' are meeting their 
ful- 


fillment. But in the face of 35,000,- 
000 men who have been under arras 
during this awful war, people 
are 


crying that peace, disarmament of 
nations, and abolition of war 
will 


soon be realized. This peace cry also 
fulfills the words of God's prophets 
of old. A prediction 
iu 
Jeremiah 


6:14 states that the people 
would 


cry peace, peace, when there is no 
peace, and the great apostle 
Paul 


warns us. when they shall say peace 
and safety, then sudden destruction 
cometh upon them- ' 1 Thess. 5. But 
the Bible prophets predict for the fu- 
ture a univer&al battle which will be 
fought just prior to Christ's 
second 


coming. This fearful conflict between 
all nations of earth is coming in this 
_eneration and the cry of peace, the 
talk of a temporal reisn of Christ for 
one thousand years, and the conver- 
sion of the world is all vanity.

power thereof.' 


"In Revelation, chapter 
20, we 


read of a millennium of peace to be 
ushered in at the second personal and 
literal coming of Christ. 
The thous- 


and year reign of Christ cannot com- 
mence until then, for those 
saints 


who are to reign with Christ 
must 


first be raised from the dead. 


"This will transpire at the coming 


of the Master. The righteous living 
will be caught up into the air with 
he saints who are 
brought 
from 


th?ir graves in that first resurrection, 
but the wicked will be slain by the 
brightness of Christ's 
coming 
to 


ome forth in the second resurrec- 


tion. This resurrection will transpire 
at the end of the millennium. 


"During 
the 
millennial 
reign 


which will take place 
in heaven to 


which Christ will take his 
people 


when he comes again, the earth will 
lie desolate and chaotic with no in- 
habitants save Satan 
who 
is 
left 


alone on the dark, ruined earth to re- 
flect upon his course. 
He is thus 


Sound by a chain of circumstances, 
for he has no soul to tempt, and de- 


eive, no one with which to continue 
lis work. 


"Christ and his people on thrones 


of judgment will judge the wicked 
during the millennium and will be 
within the city of 
New 
Jerusalem 


when it descends to earth at the 
close of the one thousand years. Then 
the wicked will come forth from their 
;raves and surround the city of God 
n a vain attempt to take it. 


"The Bible says 
fire will come 


down from God out of heaven and de- 
vour them. Peter tells us that this 
ire will melt the earth and all the 
works thereof will be burned up and 
hat God will renew the earth and 
restore it to its Edenic beauty. 


"This new earth will be the home 


of the redeemed and after sin has 
thus been blotted out the fullness of 
Christ's kingdom will have come and 
(Iis will shall be done in earth as it 
is in heaven."
